TWO TORPEDOES 


The ship, which had been hit 


while trailing behind us, was 
smoking 
heavily 
and 
began 


falling behind as the convoy 
ploughed through the Mediter- 
ranean in the gray light of pre- 
dawn. 


Two seamen and a fire control 


officer described how an enemy 
plane believed to be Italian 
glided swiftly in, loosed two 
torpedoes and disappeared. 
Our ship flicked out a query on 


the signal lamps and after a moment 
the stricken sister ship replied: 
"Hit." 


Casualties were light. Plans were 


put in motion to tow her. 
SPECKS IN SKY 


Two more alarms sounded before 


lunch and as sunset approached 
Axis planes made a determined ef- 
fort to attack again, but fire from 
the escorting warships kept them 
so high they appeared only as 
specks in the sky. 


Firing- within the convoy was 


sporadic, but on the horizon a 
heavy supporting force ot Brit- 
ish battleships and large carriers 
could be seen putting up a vir- 
tual barrage. 


While anti-aircraft gtms were 


firing, e s c o r t i n g destroyers 
dropped depth charges both hi 
our path a. few hundred yards 
ahead of us and to port.

Tulsa boasted of a 90 yard aver- 


age until Us meeting with Oklahoma 
A. and M. last week. It not only 
gave up more ground than usual but 
also permitted the first touchdown 
'by an opponent, although winning 
34-6. 


Miami and Tulsa also ran one-two 


in pass defense, in which Miami 
had allowed its foes an average of 
28.8 yards a game and Tulsa. 34. At 
rushing defense, where Boston col- 
lege was far ahead of the field with 
a 26 yard average, Miami held 
eighth place with 60 and Tulsa 
ninth with 67. 


But the well-balanced Tulsa ma- 


chine had no opposition from Miami 
in the offensive departments or in 
punting. The Hurricanes continued 
to run first in team passing and 
punting, but had to give up the lead 
in total offense to Georgia. 


Georgia, paced by Frankic Sink- 


wich. was a averaging-4335 yards 
s. game to Tulsa's 427. Ohio State, 
out of the 400 class for a week, 
bounced back R'ith 422 for third 
place.
